HISTORY FAILS 
TO REPEAT ITSELF. 

Washington, September 7.—Officials 
here displayed much interest tonight in 
the reports of the general engagement 
in France along an extended battle 
front. The feeling was general that a 
decisive battle was in progress, but of- 
ficial dispatches contained no news of 
the hostilities. 

Military observers noted tonight that 
Meaux, the place east of Paris where 
the general engagement began today, 
is where the German headquarters were 
established on September 16, 1870, and 
the orders issued for the investment of 
Paris. 

These orders directed the German 

army of the Meuse to invest the capital 
in a wide half circle from the Marne, 
above Paris, to the Seine, below it, 
while the third army was ordered to 
form a similar half circle on the left 
bank of both rivers. 
The orders also specified that in case 
of any attempt to relieve the capital 
the army was to allow the relieving 
force to approach within a short dis- 
tance, and then, leaving the investment 
to be maintained by weak details, to 
strike the enemy with its main body. 

It is regarded as a coincidence that 
the second attempt at investment be- 
gins at the same place, and almost on 
the same day of the year as the first 
investment, but under entirely differ- 
ent conditions. The previous German 
advance to Meaux came after Emperor 
Napoleon III. had surrendered at Se- 
dan and the Germans had swept the 
fieldeup to Paris, whereas they are 
at Meaux today with the allied forces 
still intact and fighting desperately.

COMMITS SUICIDE 
DESPITE WATCHERS 


John Henry George, 75 

Years Old, Had Been, in 
Poor Health for Number 
of Months. 


Although he had been closely guard- 
ed for three days by his son-in-law 
and daughter, Mr. and Mrs. George W. 
Marett, of 75 West Harris street, John 
Henry George, age 75, succeeded in 
committing suicide last night when he 


blew the upper half of his head off with 


a double-barreled shotgun. 

He had been ill for several months, 
and Sunday, according to the. police, 
he had cleaned up an old pistol, which 
his children took away from him. Three 
days ago hesmade a will, and all day 
Monday he refused to eat anything or 
take any medicine, explaining to his at- 
tendants that he was surely going to 
die, and there would be no use. 

Asks Son to Fix Bed. 

Mr. and Mrs. Marett were by his bed- 
side last night about 7 o'clock. Sud- 
denly their father raised himself from 
his sick chair and told his daughter 
to go from the room. Mrs. Marett left 
at his request, leaving her husband to 
guard her father. 

When she had gone the aged man 
got up, asked his son to prepare his 
bed so that he cowld lie down on it, and 
then stepped behind the bed, which was 
pulled out from the wall a little. He 
seized a double-barreled shotgun and 
quickly killed himself. 

Mrs. Marett rushed from the house 
screaming. The neighborhood was 
alarmed, and men and women rushed 
forth to her aid, thinking she had been 
shot, as they had heard a gun shot. 

Mr. George was a contractor, and 
was well known; being one of Atlan- 
ta’s oldest citizens. 

Verdict of Suicide. 

Police officers were summoned from 
headquarters to investigate the shoot- 
ing, Call Officers Cochran and Evans 
responding. They summoned Coroner 
Paul Donehoo, who held an inquest 
over the body. The coroner’s jury, im- 

paneled from the men present, returned 
ba verdict of suicide.“ 

The body was removed to Patterson's 
undertaking establishment, 

Mr. George is survived by three sons, 
J. F., of Knoxville, Tenn.; William H. 
and James R., of Atlanta; two daugh- 
ters, Mrs. George Marett and Mrs. L.

“The Germans have destroyed the Belgian ‘town of Dinant (fifteen 
miles south ‘of Namur) after shooting hundreds of the male inhabitants. be- 
cause it was alleged . hdd been fired from the heights overlooking 
the city.” 

“The Germans in a few hours by shell fire and incendiarism destroyed 
Dinant, on the Meuse. Hundreds of male inhabitants were. shot, including 
one party of 100 prominent citizens, who were executed together in the Place 
d' Armes. 

“The Germans alleged that the civilians had fired shots into Dinant from 
the heights. While the shooting and burning were going. on the women 
residents of the city were confined in the convents. 

Among those shot were M. Hummers, the wealthy manager of a large 
weaving factory, and M. Poncelot, son of, a former senator. The latter was 
killed in the presence of his wife and children: . Germans appeared at a

branch of the national bank, where they demanded the cash in the safe. 


The manager, M. Wasseize, refused to hand it over, whereupon. he, together 
with his two sons, was shot. 

“There is no evidence, so far as is known, that the alleged shooting 
from the heights resulted in the killing of any Germans.“

Dinant, which had a population of about 8.000, dated back to the sixth 
century. The town was picturesquely, situated beneath limestone. cliffs near 
the river Meuse. The cliffs were surmounted by the walls of an old fortress 
much decayed through neglect. 

Dinant frequently has been the scene of warfare. 

. ntly In 1466 Duke Philip 
the Good besieged the town with 30,000 men and when it surrendered per- 
mitted his men to pillage it for three days and then set it on fire. Bound in 
twos, 800 of the inhabitants were drowned in. the Meuse, while.

Germans Retreat After Battle 

Paris, September 7.—(Via London, 8:35 p. m.) —It 
was officially announced tonight that the Germans are 
retreating from the line of Nanteuil-Le-Haudouin to Ver- 
dun after a vigorous action with French and British 
troops. 


An earlier official statement given out in Paris today said that a general 
action had started on the line from Nanteuil-Le-Haudowin to Verdun a dis- 
tance of 120 miles. It was then said that, thanks to the vigorous action of 
the French troops supported by the British, the Germans had “started re- 
tiring.” Unofficial advices from Berlin also have indicated that a battle of 
tremendous importance was being fought in the territory described. 


London, September 7.—(10:17 p. m.) -A Boulogne 
dispatch to The Evening News says a telegram has been 
received from General Pau announcing a victory by the 
allied forces at Precy-Sur-Oise. The imperial guard, un- 
der Crown Prince Frederick William, is reported to have 
been annihilated by the British forces which opposed them.

Paris, September 7.—(4:30 p. m.)—From official communica- 
tions given out in Paris today it is learned that the engagements 
which began Saturday and Sunday to the east and northeast of the 
French capital, developed today into one of the most important bat- 
tles of the campaign. 

The armies of the allies are opposing the German advance over 
a front extending for about 120 miles, from Nantouil-Le-Haudouin, 
25 miles northeast of Paris, to the great fortress of Verdun, in the 
department of Meuse and 20 miles west of the German frontier. 

The French troops were strongly supported by the British sol- 
diers who passed through Paris several days ago. : 

The position chosen by the allied forces to give battle to the 


advancing invaders is declared to be most favorable, having near its 


center the strongly entrenched camp at Chalons-Sur-Narne. 

The allies conducted their operations so successfully that a 
portion of the German fotces were forced to retire. The Germans 
had reached the region around Goulommiers and La Ferte-Gaucher, 
respectively 30 and 40 miles to the east of Paris, when the detach- 
ments covering the flanks of the main German army encountered 
advanced detachments of the allies, who drove them back. 

The wounded began coming into Paris this afternoon. 

The nearness of this fighting to Paris was responsible for the 
reports current this afternoon that the sound of firing could be heard 
from the city itself. The day was beautifully clear and a strong, 
wind from the east would tend to support the contention of those 
who declare they heard the sound of artillery. | 

The inhabitants of Paris gathered in great crowds near the 
gates of the city to watch the passage of military dispatch bearers 
who, from time to time, came dashing in from the east in swift auto- 
mobiles. 

In some quarters it is estimated that nearly 1,000,000 troops are 
engaged in this fighting. Nearly all the railroads in every direction 
around the city were reserved today for the use of the military au- 
thorities, while large numbers of private automobiles and taxicabs 
have been employed in conveying provisions to the scefié of opera-

Turk Ambassador Charges 
England and France With 
Attempt to Embroil the 
United States in War. 


Washington, September 7.—Charging 
that the intimation by Great Britain 


. to the United States that she would 


welcome the presence of American war 
vessels in Turkish waters to protect 
Christians was merely “a vulgar trap“ 
to get the United States “mixed in 
the European fray on the allies’ side,” 
A. Rustem Bey, Turkish ambassador 
here, issued tonight the following 
statement: 

“According to today’s papers, Great 
Britain, following in the footsteps of 
France, has agitated SHefore the eyes 
of the United States the spectre of a 
massacre of Christians in Turkey and 
has made this gruesome picture of the 
Immedlate future, drawn with absolute 
disregard to truth, a pretext for re- 
questing. the United States to dispatch 
warships to Turkish ports. That there 
have been massacres in Turkey I can- 
not, unfortunately, deny, but the Ar- 
menlans and Maronites, who were the 
victims, suffered at the hands of the 
Moslems, not as Christians, but as po- 
litical agitators engaged in under- 
mining the Ottoman state, the while 
flaunting in the face of the govern- 
ment and dominant racé the support 
of Russia, France and England. 

Attacks Other Nations. 

Under the same provocation what 
would Russia have done who has 
given the world the spectacle of not 
one but twenty pogroms against an 
innocent race; what France, who 
smoked to death in caverns the Al- 
‘gerians fighting for the independence 
of their land, who later on rejoiced 
in that grand production, the com- 
mune; what England, whose punish- 
ment of the ‘rebels’ in the Indian ‘mu- 
tiny,’ was to blow them off guns?

“Ath and France in this Affair I shall 
permit diyself to say that the thought

“Supposing, for the sake of argt- 
ment, what in. reality never could 
happen, that the negroes were discov- 
ered to be engaged in a conspiracy 
withthe Japanese to facilitate the in- 
vasion of the United States by the lat- 
ter, how many of them would be left 
alive to tell the tale? 

“Great Britain and France have 
embarked upon a new campaign of 
provocation against Turkey, secretly 
hoping that as a result of it some- 
thing untoward may happen in that 
country to confirm thefr sinister pre- 
dictions, so that the United States 
finally would be prevailed upon to de- 
tach warships to the Levant and thus 
get mixed in the European fray on the 
allies’ side, but I believe the admin- 
istration too sagacious to fall into 
such a vulgar trap. 

Enough to Mean War. 

“Besides, why should the United 
States, not one of whose citizens has 
ever suffered in Turkey, send war- 
ships in the waters of that country, 
with the result that it would only 
cause irritation against her and could 
under no 8 act as a check? 
Bombard Smyrna, Beyfouth, which are 
mostly inhabited by Christians? What 
of that? And what more could she do?

Indefinite Dispatch From 
Berlin Suggests Important 
Possibilities of a Naval 
Fight in Turkish Waters. 


Washington, September 7.—The 
stranding of the British cruiser War- 
rior, reported today to the German 
embassy in a wireless message from 
Berlin, tonight remained a mystery. 
The message read: “British cruiser 
Warrior stranded, probably as a re- 
sult of fight with cruiser Goeben while 
escaping from the Bosphorus.” 

The Goeben is a German vessel 
which, with the Breslau, escaped from 
British pursuers at the time the war 
began and sought refuge in the Dar- 
danelles. Later the ships were said 
to have been sold to the Turkish gov- 
ernment. 

Diplomats were at a loss to explain 
the Berlin message. They believed. it 
impossible that the Warrior could have 
been attempting to escape from the 
Bosphorus, as Turkey has mined the 
straits and the ships would not have 
entered. Had the Goeben been allowed 
to go out and engage the Warrior, 
it was said, it would be a direct vio- 
lation of neutrality by the Turkish 
government if the ship still flies the 
German flag, and virtually a declara- 
tion of war on the allies. If the Goe- 
ben is under the Turkish flag, it 
would have been an act of war. 

No indication that: Turkey -had de- 
clared war was received from other 
sources. A message from Constanhti- 
nople today to A. Rustém Bey, Turkish 
ambassador, contained no mention of 
the Warrior, and the ambassador said 
it conclusively proved that no decla- 
ration of war had been made, though 
he did not give out the text. 

Great Britain has been expecting a 
declaration of war from Turkey, it was 
said, for many days. The embassy here, 
however, had no official information as 
to the Warrior.

“We of the south and of the United 
States have an opportunity to dem- 
onstrate our patriotism in a way very 
little short of that displayed by. the 
Belgians, the French, the English, the 
Russians, the Germans, the Austrians 
and the Serbs. ‘ 

“They are giving up their lives, 
their money, their home life and their 
all. 

“The government was not intended 
to come to the rescue of. the. people, 
but rather are the people expected to 
come to the rescue of the government. 

“We have an opportunity to come 
to the rescue, not by buying a bale of 
cotton at 10 cents a, pound and ex- 
pecting the government to lend us 
money on warehouse receipts, thus re- 
ducing the financial strength of our 
national treasury, but rather can we 
come to the rescue by buying outright 
a bale of cotton at whatever the mar- 
ket price is, and absolutely store this 
cotton away in a warehouse and secure 
therefor a warehouse recéipt, which is 
neither negotiable, nor transferable, 
and the cetton on which cannot be 
taken out of the warchouse for twelve 
months from date. 7 

“This country can well afford to buy 
outright from 4,000,000 to 6,000,000 
bales of cotton, and only by buying it 
outright and storing it in a warehouse 
can it be absolutely: removed from -the 
market. 

Prevent Drain Upen Banks. 

“By making the warehouse receipts 
neither negotiable or transferable wil) 
prevent any drain upon our bahks and 
the national treasury will have the 
emergency currency which this gov- 
ernment proposes to issue, for aid in 


purpose which it was intended. 

“But even the removal from thé mar- 
ket of from 4,000,000 to 6,000,000 bales 
of cotton for.twelve months will fail 
in the purpose intended, unless the cot- 
ton planters are put under pledge to 
reduce their acreage planted in cotton

Beer, Patent Medicines and 
Soft Drinks Agreed On 
by Committee.

Washington, September 7.—Follow- 
ing a brief Labor day recess, the first 
of the prolonged session, congress will 
resume work tomorrow, chief interest 
centering in the emergency revenue 
bill to raise $100,000,000. The house 
ways and means committee hopes by 
Thursday, at the latest, to agree upon 
commodities to be taxed. Representa- 
tive Underwood, chairman Of the com- 
mittee, believes the house Can pass 
the bill by Saturday night. 

Informal conferentes today resulted 
in no definite understanding as to what 
commodities should be taxed other 
than beer, proprietary preparations, and 
soft drinks. Committee members still 
insist that gasoline should be taxed 
and that the arguments against it are 
not well founded. They do not be- 
lieve that farmers and small manu- 
facturers who use gasoline would make 
any serious complaint. 

Several members of the committee 
are still insistent ‘that an additional 
tax should be levied on distilled liquors 
and the question probably will be de- 
cided by a record vote in the commit- 
tee. Taxes on automobiles and moving 
pictures appeared tonight the most 
likely additions to the list, although 
the form they would take was in doubt. 

Members of the finance committee 
are anxious to have the revenue bill 
passed in the house. They hope to be 
able to accept the house bill, but many 
senators favor a stamp tax on com- 
mercial paper, which the house com- 
mittee is inclined to avoid. A stamp 
tax on commercial instruments during 
the Spanish-American war yielded 
nearly $40,000,000. 

Thus far all the plans of the ways 
and means committee have been on a 
basis ignoring a stamp -tax, but if 
agreement cannot be reached on tax- 
able commodities that will yield $25,- 
000,000 in addition to the $75,000,000 al- 
ready tentatively provided for, it may 
be necessary to adopt a stamp tax. 
This may be limited, however, to 
checks, drafts, telegrams, telephone 


legal papers as was done in 1898.

Admission to the spacious opera’ 
house was galned only by cards which 
had been issued by the local pro- 
gressive committee. Some time before 
the former president began his aa 
dress the place was filled and the 
doors were closed: The police had 
some difficulty with the crowds at the 
several entrances. 

Colonel Roosevelt dwelt on princi- 
ples of the progressive party but laid 
especial stress upon the tariff insofar 
as it affected the sugar growers of 
Louisiana ‘and stood out strongly for 
federal control of the Mississippi river. 

In the afternoon he talked a few 
minutes at Southern Park, where a 
Labor day picnic was in progress. In 
that address he emphasized that labor 
unions in principle were all right and 
if led by the right sort of men, work- 
ed toward a good end. Unions, how- 
ever, he said, should be careful that 
their leadership did not rest with men 
who placed their personal interest 
above that body they represent.

SIMPLE JUSTICE. 


The joint congressional committee on 


railway mail pay has submitted a report 


recommending a law that will add about 
$3,000,000 a year to the compensation of the 
carriers for hauling the mails. Presumably, 
these additions are made to cover the extra 
service required by the expanding parcel 


post. It may safely be taken for granted 


that the joint committee has been pretty 
conservative and rather .. reluctant in its 
recommendations. The tendency heretofore 
in congress, beginning with the delectable 
Hitchcock, has been hostility: rather than 
consideration for the railroads in the im- 
portant matter of mail transportation. 

As to the claim of the railroads that they 


are and long have been underpaid for this 
‘service, The Constitution does not know. 


It does know that even a railroad deserves 
a square deal from the government, and that 
if the government takes advantage of its 
right of eminent domain to be unjust that 
members of congress may be popular at 


‘home, we are getting perilously near to con- 


fiscation. No American, however radical, 
favors that doctrine. 

It is alleged that while the postal reve- 
nues from 1907 to 1912 increased enor- 
mously, the pay to the railroads actually de- 
creased. If that is true there is something 
wrong somewhere. Increased revenues 
means increased service, increased service 
costs money and this government cannot 
afford to be so stingy that it will not pay for 
what it gets. 

The parcel post went into effect in Jan- 
uary, 1913, several months afier the rail- 


‘roads had signed a four-year contract with 


the government. For six months the roads 
say they took care of this extra parcel post 
service without a cent of remuneration. 
Then in July, 1913, the postmaster general 
was authorized to increase the pay of the 
railway mail service 5 per cent because of 
the parcel post. The roads, and they are 
backed up by many commercial organiza- 
tions who want to see justice done, say that 
even this increase leaves them still with the 
bag to hold. 

It is to be hoped the joint committee and 
congress will find a basis of justice to the 
roads as well as the government. The 
country is rich enough and big enough to 
pay for what it gets. It is too big and too 
rich to practice “short-changing,” even with 
the railroads. The people will not approve 
any arrangement that may put them in the 
attitude of getting that for which they are 
not paying. It ought to be easy enough to 
find the right course and pursue it.

The association is 
taking the cotton as it is brought in, advanc- 
ing money on warehouse receipts and issu- 
ing lithographed certificates which are as 
good as gold, and which passes current for 
anything that can be bought in Screven 
county and in settlement of debts between 
the. people of the county. 5. . 

This is the Screven county plan, and it 
anybody is interested in knowing how ‘it 
works let them write to W. J. Walker, Syl- 
vania, Ga., and ask him all about it. The

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Packing Grapes in Sawdust. 


(From World's Work.) 

The grape growers of California have re- 
cently enlarged tremendously the pdssibili- 
tles of their market. They have learned 
how to ship grapes half way around the 
world and to sell them in competition with 
the grapes from southern Europe. The secret 
lies in the method of packing; the Cali- 
fornian grape-growers have discovered that 
coarse redwood. sawdust is a cheap and 
effective substitute for the granulated. cork 
that is used in packing the Spanish grapes. 

Practically all the Californian grapes 
have heretofore been marketed in splint 
baskets inclosed in slatted crates. The 
new package is a tight drum of thin 
cottonwood, lined with heavy strawboard. 
The smaller size will hold about eleven 
pounds of grapes, and the larger, thirty- 
three to thirty-six pounds. The filler used 
is a coarse redwod sawdust, cleaned of dust 
and slivers. It has been demonstrated that 
this sawdust is as effective as cork, if not 
more so. The prices paid for grapes thus 
packed are sufficiently high te cover the 
additional cost.

Editor Constitution: I was gratified be- 
yond words at reading your leading edito- 
rial in The Constitution of this morning, de- 
manding immediate action by the congress for 
the protection of the cotton growers. It is a 
singular fact, and somewhat of a reflection 
upon our many great newspapers, that The 
Constitution ts the only great daily of the 
cotton belt which seems to recognize the 
gravity of the situation and the imminence 
of disaster.

proper spirit. Seventy-five per cent of the. 


men in the United States congress are there 


by the favor of farmers, and yet they seem 
utterly unequal to. grasping the fact that 
disaster not only impends, but is already 
here. They can find money for “pork bar- 
rel” appropriations in multiplied millions. 
They can find money and ships to relieve 
stranded Americans by thousanas in Europe, 
without considering for a moment the ques- 
tion of security or the return of the money. 
They found money in large amounts to pay 
the expenses of thousands of interned 
Mexicans in Texas and New Mexico during 
the recent struggle in that country. Money 
for everything; money for anything, except 
for the hard-pressed producers of the coun- 
try: the men who produce a crop for which 
there is no substitute. The only thing in the 
world for which there is no substitute — for 
all the silk and wool and linen of the world 
would not clothe half its people; whereas for 
everything else produced men can find a 
substitute, 
“Pitifal to Think.” 

It is pitiful to think that, at this late day, 
men of intelligence have to be argued with 
upon a question of such obvious merit. The 
many makeshifts which are now being or- 
fered, the many little schemes which are be- 
ing presented—all of which are  praise- 
worthy, inasmuch as they show a good dis- 
position, if all carried out, would not be a 
drop out of the ocean towards the relief of 
this immense industry waten faces de- 
struction. 

Stirred as I am to the bottom of my 
heart by a profound sympathy for my dis- 
tressed fellow- workers, I yet can find time 
to be amazed at the indifference of the men 
in Washington to the imperative need of 
instant and adequate action. I want to zo 
on record here and now with the definite 
statement that there is no power in this 
great country adequate to handling this 
question except the United States govern- 
ment, for there is no other power that can 
get instant action, and instant action is 
necessary if widespread disaster is to be 
averted. 

Our farmers are beginning to feel that 
the government which they largely created, 
which they have cherished and nurtured and 
fought and worked for, does not, in the face 
of the greatest crisis in their history, show 


.for them a proper feeling, and hesitates to 
take the action which will have them and 


all these interests and industries which are 
dependent upon them. If the government 
fails in this emergency, and our cotton farm- 
ers and tobacco farmers, who are all in the 
same boat, are allowed to go to financial 
destruction, there will be left in the minds 
of multitudes of our people a feeling of bit- 
terness which will be many years in disap- 
pearing. And there is no occasion for it. 
The government has the power, the credit, 
the resources, and can in twenty-four hours 
remedy the situation.

In this dark hour, I am greatly gratified 
that there is one great Georera daily which 
is putting all its strength and energy into 
the good cause; and I truse tnat, in future 
years, the people will not be forgetful of the 
attitude of The Constitution, which has 
seen from the first that the government only 
had the power to relieve the case, and has 
steadfastly adhered to its demand for imme- 
diate governmental action.

There should be no further hesitancy or 
delay over imaginary technicalities of law 
or fear of the inflation of currency. 

There can be no inflation of currency 
when every dollar issued in this emergency 
is represented by an excess value in a bale 
of cotton. P 

If the government will not act, then we 
must of necessity begin the organization of

If the federal government refuses or fails 
to lend ample financial aid to protect the 
surplus of the 1914 cotton crop which must 
be carried over into the fall of 1915, and the 
south must adopt drastic measures to safe- 
guard its interests from bankruptcy, I am 
ready to advocate extreme measures for one 
year. * 

Slogan for Next Year. 

Let the slogan be from now on, “Plant 
No Cotton in 1915.” 

This may appear to the average man at 
first blush as ridiculous or absurd, but let 
us figure it out in cold facts and see whether 
such an extreme measure would be against 
the business interests of the south. 

With an absolute guarantee that no cot- 
ton would be planted in 1915, the fifteen 
million bales now being harvested would 
easily sell during the next twelve months 
for 20 cents per pound, or one billion five 
hundred million dollars. 

Now, suppose we carry over five million 
bales of this crop and grow only ten mil- 
lion bales next year, making a total of 
twenty-five million bales for the two years, 
and sell the two crops under existing con- 
ditions at an average of 8 cents per pound, 
we would receive in the total aggregate only 
one billion dollars, or five hundred million 
dollars less than we can sell the present 
crop for by planting no cotton in 1915. 

We can make a gold mine of the present 
crop if we will turn our attention to plant- 
ing food crops for the next twelve months. 
Let every farmer in the south quit cotton 
for one year and raise food supply crops, 
for which there is a big demand all over 
the world. 

This plan would also kill out every boll 
weevil in the cotton belt and save Georgia 
and the other cotton states from its future 
destructive influences. 

Fix the ice of this crop at 20 cents per 
pound and feed it out slowly to the American 
mills, based on no production for 1915. 

Give the American mills a chance to get 
control of the foreign trade in cotton goods, 
— cutting off the exports of American cot- 

on. 

If the federal vernment can find no 
way to aid the south tn this hour of extreme 
distress, it can doubtless get along without 
the usual hundreds of millions of dollars 
of European gold sent back each year to 
New York in payment for our cotton exports.

Prohibiting Tobacco in Cities. 
(From West Publishing Company.) 

The city of Zion, III., adopted an ordi- 
nance making it an offense to use or to 
carry tobacco on any of the streets or in 
the parks or the public buildings of the 
city; but the supreme court of Hilinois in 
City of Zion v. Behrene, 104 Northeastern 
Reporter, 836, declared the ordinance Void, 
using the following language: “Recognizing 
that tobacco smoke is offensive .to many 
persons, and in exceptional cases harmful 
to some, we have no doubt that power exists 
to prohibit smoking in certain public places, 
such as street cars, theaters and like places 
where large numbers of persons are crowd- 
ed together in a small space. But this is 
quite a different matter from prohibiting 
smoking on the open streets and in parks of 
a city, where the conditions would counter- 
act any harmful results. The personal lib- 
erty of the citizen cannot be interfered with 
unless the restraint is reasonably necessary 
to promote the public welfare. The only 
case that has been called to our attention 
that lends any support to the defendant in 
errors contention is Commonwealth v. 
Thompson, 12 Mete. (Mass.), 231. in that 
case the supreme court of Massachusetts 
sustained a statute which made it an offense 
to smoke or have in one’s possession a light- 
ed pipe or cigar on any of the streets of 
the city of Bogton. In that case the law 
was upheld on Be ground that it tended to 
rotect the city against damage from fire. 
This seems to be the only case in the United 
States where an ordinance or statute for- 
bidding smoking of tobacco, in any form, 
on streets or public grounds, has been sus- 
tained. While we have a very high regard 
for the decisions of the supreme court 
Massachusetts, still we are constrained 
this instance to decline to follow the. 
trine of the Thompson case. . It will 
be seen that the ordinance in question can- 
not be sustained on the ground that it tends 
to protect e property of the city from 
damage by fire. If the ordinance were limit- 
ed to oe where quantities of highly com- 
bustible materials were collected, it would 
be lesg objectionable. In the broad. language 
in which the ordinance is enacted it is ap- 
parently an attempt on the part of the 
municipality to regulate and control the 
habits and practices of the citizen without 
any reasonable basis for so doing. or- 
dinance is an unreasonable interference with 
the private rights of the citizen, and must 
be held void.” *

night in Taft hall at the Auditorium- 
Armory. 

Hundreds of tots of all ages—and 
some grown-up children—disported 
over the hills and walkways of Grant 
park when the huge Labor day crowd 
went to the park to hear the speeches 
and witness the field events. Equipped 
with tiny noise makers attached to a 
cord the young army made speaking 
impossible. 

Four thougand persons witnessed the 
field events in the athletic field at the 
north end of the park. Music was fur- 
nished by Barber’s military band. The 
field exercises were interesting and 
some were thrilling. They consisted 
of running broad jumps, 100-yard 
dashes, three-legged races, sack races 
and potato races. 

The biggest crowd in the history 
of the Atlanta labor organizations wit- 
nessed the parade that moved through 
the principal downtown streets Mon- 
day morning. It was also the most 
elaborate pageant. Hundreds of the 
American soldiers,“ garoéd in the uni- 
form of labor, quit the trenches on the 
firing line of commerce for the day, 
and marched proudly in the reat 
pageant, drawing incessant applause 
es ater | vg line of march.

where he is suspected of having been 
involved in shady business transac- 
tions, is being unearthed by Mrs. John 
W. Nelms through Lee J. Langley, at- 
tofney and secretary of the Georgia 
Land exchange, of Summerville. 

Langley now has property on his 
hands belonging to a man named Innes, 
who disappeared shortly before the dis- 
appearace of the Nelms sisters, and 
| who was believed to have been dead. 
The property has been taken over by 
someone else. In going ovér papers 
left by Innes at this place near Sum- 
merville, the following letter was re- 
cently found.

You must remem- 
er that your address has been chang- 
‘ed rather frequently in times past— 
also that you have askedt money sent

“Dear Mrs. Nelms: I. have been 
convinced for some time that Innes 
was at one time a resident of this 
county and that a good deal of infor- 
mation about him can be had by run- 
ning down his operations from here. 
About three months ago I was em- 
ployed to clear the titles of some 
property located near here and to set- 
tle up a supposed estate belonging to 
one Wilson, said to be dead. 

“I found that the property was in 
I reported 


the name of T. E. Innes. 
my findings to my client. My client, 
also named Wilson, and a supposed 
brother-in-law of the dead man, seem- 
ed puzzled and said he would investi- 
gate the matter. He went to see his 
sister, the supposed widow, who lives 
in a large city not far from here, and 
came back and told me that he had 
been mistaken about the name and that 
his late brother-in-law was named 
Innes. “ 
< “Young Mr. Wilson explained that 
e 
married Innes, in New York city, and 
that he had* become confused about 
the name. He also said that his broth- 
er-in-law was in some sort of secret 
service work and was a very mysteri- 
ous man and went under many names. 
“IT found in my investigation the 
property that Innes bought 160 acres 
of land on Lookout mountain in this 
county, the place being on the state 
line, and six acres lying across in Ala- 
bama, about seven or eight years ago, 
and built a, mansion on it. Shortly 
after the building was completed the 
house burned down and Innes aban- 
doned the property and went up in 
Walker county, near Rock Springs, 
and bought another place and this he 
later also abandoned. 


Has Heard Nothing Since. 


„He was then supposed to have gone 


off and died. His widow had me em- 
ployed to recover this property, but, 
strange enough, since the disappear- 
ance of your daughters, I have heard 
nothing from my client, although we 
had an engagement to 80 look at the 
Lookout mountain propérty about the 
time the disappearancé was made 
public. 

“In the several weeks that I had this 
case actively in hand I learned a great 
deal about my supposed dead man and 
his habits. I learned that he would
